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to aclosetin theantitroom, and coitt» 
municating with a reservoi* at the top 
of the theatre, a ^ri>at quantity of wa- 
ter may be obiained in a short time, 
inlheev:«nt of fire. In anoilier part 
of the theatre a pipe is also placed 
commuDicatin^ with a reservoir at the 
bottom of the edifice. The party walls 
are five feet thick. 

There is not a point of the house, 
before the curtain, that docs not com- 
mand a complete view Of the stage ; 
nor a point in which a word, distinctly 
spoken on tlie stage, is not perfectly 
audible to the remotest extremity. 
1'he stage is also adapted in a peculi- 
ar degree, for the display of scenic pro* 
cession, having extraordiDary depth in 
the rear, as also large spaces at the sides 
to an extent greatly exceeding those 
of the late theatre. 

The price of the boxes is raised. from 
6s. to 7^. british. — ^the pit from 33. 6d. 
to 48. — galleries are as formerly. 

The rise of (be prices has occasi- 
oned a very determined resistance from 
the public, who express their disappro- 
bation by such a combination of infer- 
nal tipises, from tin trumpets, bugle- 
horns, catcalls, whistles, &c. &c. during 
the time of performance of the plays, 
that as yet tl>e actors have only been 
aJiletoexhibitindumbshow. Ihe Bow- 
street officers have been brought in 
to take up some of these noise ma- 
nufocturer^i, and having been guilty 
pf more roughness in the business, than 
was esteemed legal, it is thouglit tlxey 
will be punished for vigour exerted 
beyond the taw, a privilege luckily as 
^et confined to a favoured lew. In 
act the only real riots committed as yet 
on the occasion have been by tliese 
officers and their adherents. 

FATAL CATASTROPHE. 

"Raleigh, North Carolina, America. — • 
" A young man in that county, of 
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the name of Wm. Parker, had for two 
or three years paid his addresses to a 
Miss Dolly Griffin, and the marriage 
of the parties was expected; recently, 
however. Miss G, had discarded hiro. 
On the 5th, they, with some other 
company, dined at Mrs. Harriys, where 
Parker behaved towards Miss G. with 
some rudenefs. His conduct, and some 
expressions which fell from him, ex- 
cited her suspicions that he intended 
her some serious mischief'; and she in- 
vited two of her fiemale friends to ac- 
company her home. When they had 
nearly reached her mother's, Parker 
came out suddenly from an ani^e of 
the fence, and presenting a gun at Miss 
G. shot lier through tiie arm, and 
lodged the contents in her side. She 
f^li instantly ; and the horses rode by 
the other young ladies being fright. 
ened, tiiey were also throwu. Parker 
then began very deliberately to re- 
load his gun ; the young ladies, bereft 
by their fears of the power either of 
flight or resistance, entreated him not 
to kill them. He told them be had 
no such intention; that he was then 
loading for himself, and asked one of 
them tor a corner of hersliawl for wad- 
ding, which he tore off. When ie had 
finished loading, lie placed the muzzle 
to his breast, and sprung the trigger 
witli his foot ; it missed tire ; he then 
pecked the flint, and on the second 
attempt the load entered his breast ; 
he tottered to the fience, against which he 
leaned in much agony, and desired llie 
young ladies to pray for him. He then 
waikiHi towards the dying Miss Griffin, 
and fell beside her. Both expired in afew 
minutes. MissGriifin wasayoungwo- 
man of merit, and the only child of a 
widowed mother. Who heard the cries 
and firing, and came to the place just it» 
time to see her daughter expire. Parker 
was notorious for possessing avioUnt and 
ungovernable temper." 
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On Wednesday last, a meeting of

be A more suitable mode of expres- 
sing gratitude, were the inhabitants 
to be requestd to attend divine wor- 
ship on that^ay. After some fnrther 
conversation, it was linally moved, 
seconded, and unanimously resolved, 
that tlic inhabitants, with the cor|)o- 
ration, be invited to attend public 
warship iitthe parish church,, to return 
thanks toAlmightyGod for the tong-eon- 
tinued life of htsMajesty; also, that ttere 
be a public dinner at the Donegall arms, 
a bait in the Exchange-Rooms in the 
evening, and bonfires and fireworksfintlie 
streets. A committee was afed chosen 
for carrying the resolutions into effect. 

On the afternoon of Sunday the 24th 
inst. at Lambeg, a stook of oats was 
set on fire by the lightening ; it'instaut- 
iy blazed up, but was prevented from 
being consumed by some persons who 
were present. There was but little 
thunder, but a heavy shower of haU 
immediately succeeded.

dose out of a small bottle; this she ef- 
fected in- so hasty a manner, that her 
guards could not prevent her. She then 
stubbornly refused all medical assist- 
ance, and died a few hours after, ame- 
lai>choly victim of jealousy and illicit 
lovei it is also rumoured, that poisoit 
was attempted to be given to the child, 
by, the father, a few days previous to 
his death, and that this circumstance 
determined the resolution of the mother 
for his destruction ; though, strange to 
relate, .she is also reported to have made 
a similar attempt herself, after having 
administereid the fatal dosetotheyouug 
gentleman, but to have been tufned 
from her diaf)olical purpose by the inno- 
cent caresses of the inlant: the gentleman.

AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 

From August SO, till September SO. 

FOR r»ore than a month past, the weather has been extremely nnfavourable 
for the biisimss of the husbandman; the heavy and almost continual rains, that 
have fallen, hive exceedingly injured the, wheat crops. Mildew aiid blast are 
much couiplahwd of in every quarter; and we have experienced a most extemive 
loss by the wheat vegetating in the ear, as it did in 1789; not only where 
ft had lodged aiMi came in contact with the earth ; but also when growing 
perfectly upright. From these eircunvstauces there is great reason to fear tliat 
tbo t^heat v«>p8 «viU.4>*oVe wry defective both ha quality and quantity. 

The oat crops, although rather ttgwym some of tlie light soiU, will probably 
»Teraf:e at a fair produice; sneh as wwe cut early, or had lodged ob the strong 
gr«uii«ls, have suSered by the tain.
